V irtual com pletion of the largest 
peace-tim e project of post-disaster re­ 
habilitation ev er know n has been ac­ 
com plished 
by

C ross in less th an a year, as a part 
of its relief w ork in the more th an 
SO d isasters in which it served in the 
p a st year. 
This g reat prog ram was u nd ertak en 
following the torn ad o which struck 
five m id-w estern S ta te s last spring 
killing 796 people, injuring 2,239 m ore 
and causing inestim able property loss 
It left a huge a re a of dev astatio n in 
its wake, p resen tin g a real problem 
T he R ed 
Cross, 
how ever, 
w ent 
to 
w ork on the heels of the storm , car 
lug for th e injured, sh eltering and 
feeding whole com m unities, and help­ 
ing every individual sufferer from the 
d estru ctio n back to norm al. 
T he m agn itud e of the problem Is in 
dicated by com parison of its huge cas 
ualty list w ith th a t of the en tire pre 
ceding year, w hose com bined losses 
w ere 736 dead and n ot quite 2,000 in 
jured, as a re s u lt of th e record num 
ber of 192 c a ta s tr o p h e s . 
T he story of th e Red Cross service 
in the past year, recounted by the re­ 
port, ran ges from fires heading the list 
of d estru ctiv e forces with 29 disasters, 
to 
m ine 
explosions, 
tornadoes, ty ­ 
phoons, floods and earth q u ak es. 
T he S an ta B a rb a ra e arth q u ak e was 
am on g the o u tstan d in g events record 
ed in th e rep ort. 
T h e Red Cross had 
com pleted its relief organization oa 
the scene w ithin a few hours of the 
disaster, and in addition had launched 
a program designed to p erm an en tly 
resto re every person affected by it, 
to his form er sta tu s once more. 
The Red Cross service in the period 
following th e w reck of the Navy a ir­ 
ship '‘S h e n a n d o a h ” was typical of its 
p ro m p tn ess and effectiveness. 
Serv­ 
ice in this in stan ce w as afforded by 
Red C ross ch a p te rs in the vicinity of 
the wreck, and by re p resen tativ es of 
the national organization. 
It dem on­ 
s tra te s g rap hically th e value of each 
of th e m ore th a n 3,000 ch ap ters of 
th e society w hich are a t work in vir­ 
tually every p a rt of the country, in 
the facility they afford the national 
organizatio n in em ergencies. 
T here w ere 61 dom estic d isa ste r op­ 
eration s rep o rted in which th e Red 
Cross rend ered service eith er through 
ch ap te r o r n ational 
staff 
personnel 
du ring the year. 
In 34 of th ese the 
ra tio n a l organ izatio n ap prop riated a 
to tal of $3,047,256.49, the g reater por­ 
tion of which was received as direct 
contributions for the relief of . speci­ 
fied disasters. 
T he relief operations 
following the n o rth e rn Ohio tornado 
of June, 1924, w ere brought to a close 
in May, 1925, afte r an a rran g em e n t 
had been m ade w ith the L orain chap­ 
te r to provide ex p ert services to the 
fam ilies of any torn ado sufferers who 
requ ired such assistan c e in the next 
tw o years. 
In this single d isa ste r the

reach ed a total of $1,019,751.23. 
T h e 
m id-w estern 
to rnado of this 
le a r , covering a strip of te rrito ry 400 
m iles long involved an expenditure 
up to Ju n e 30 of $774,000, while the 
to tal am o u n t tu rn e d in to th e fund 
th ro ug h the agency of the Red Cross 
was $2,645,000. 
In addition to this 
sum specifically collected for the pur 
pose, the R ed Cross had expended 
from its reg u lar reserv es $124,000. 
In all th ese d isa ste rs. Red Cross 
w ork ers have been im pressed by the 
sp irit of d e term in atio n and hopeful­ 
n ess show n by th e people. 
Once they 
recovered from th eir grief and bew il­ 
d erm en t, th ey began a t once to re­ 
build, m aterially and otherw ise, a n i 
alw ays on a b e tte r scale w here possi­ 
ble. 
A no ther significant feature of

M i n n e s o t a people who are tempted by stories of fabulous 
fortunes being made in Florida real estate had better think twice 
and investigate closely before offering themselves as possible vic­ 
tim s of the most monumental real estate boom that has ever been 
artificially produced in the United States, if not on the face of t In* 
globe, says Oscar FI. Smith, Minnesota Commissioner of Immi­ 
gration. 
“When this boom bursts, which it will just as sure as the 
sun shines, it will result in a crash the like of which has never 
before been experienced in this country. 
“ When this boom was first conceived in the minds of a lew 
Miami real estate men it was intended solely to attract to their 
city the wealthy people from the north who could afford tai spend 
their winters in a w arm er clime. 
In an effort to induce these 
people to become permanent residents of Florida they amended 
their constitution forbidding for all time the levying of an in­ 
heritance tax within the state. 
They passed a law permitting 
local communities to levy a tax for publicity purposes in addition 
to that already levied by the state, with the thought in mind that 
but two or three cities in the state would take advantage of the 
new law permitting the spending of public funds for advertising 
local communities. 
“Miami started the ball rolling by levying a 2 mill tax that 
yielded $92,985, or $2.60 per capita. 
St. Petersburg followed suit 
and levied a 2 mill tax yielding a total of $71,420 or $4.46 per 
capita. 
Tampa then raised $62,000, West Palm Beach $37,055, 
St. Augustine $39,200, Pensacola City $30,000, Orlando $29,500, 
Fort Meyers $20,000, Daytona $18,000, Sanford $9,200.

$7,100. 
Many other cities and counties appropriated public funds 
for publicity purposes until the estimated amount exceeded $450,- 
000. 
To this was added private funds, etc., until the grand total 
of over $1,500,000 was reached to ‘sell’ Florida to t he rest of the 
country.” 
The California boom subsiding, all attention centered on Flo­ 
rida. 
Town lots have been laid out enough to supply every man, 
woman and child in the United States with a half a dozen and 
then some to spare. 
Prices of all commodities have gone sky­ 
high. 
Florida people themselves realize, says Mr. Smith, that tin1 
boom has gotten beyond their control.
